The Secretary stated that he was proceeding to explore the extent of interest 
which The Hallmark Foundation might have in this project, and would report 
further should this interest develop along practical lines.

The Chairman reported that he and the Treasurer had discussed curtailing 
the listing of small endowment funds in the next Annual Report to those actually 
established for special purposes.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following report 
covering the period June 1st through September 30th, I960. 

A number of important projects were carried out during the summer 
months. All window frames and bars on the lower level were given one coat of 
paint. To prepare for the new Washington Artiste Series, which will be initiated 
this fall, the walls of gallery I 4 I, which will be devoted to these exhibitions, 
were covered with sheets of masonite ten feet high and painted to make the room 
more suitable for changing exhibitions. 

The guard’s desk at the top of the entrance stairs was replaced by 
a new desk constructed by our carpenters at a cost of $200. Additional display 
space was added to the sales desk. 

The sashes for the twenty-eight leaded windows over the Clark staircase 
were replaced by the staff at a cost of $300. In addition, the entire ceiling 
of the staircase was repainted by the Hamilton Decorating Company at a cost 




at $825 (this included very complicated scaffolding). The walls and ceiling 
of gallery 72 in the Clark wing were repainted. Frame lights were purchased 
and installed for the three American paintings of the Clark collection by 
Stuart, Inness, and Blakelock, on view in the Clark staircase, costing $84.60. 

Re-installation of the American collection, in chronological order, 
was completed during the summer. Paintings and sculpture from the Colonial 
period up to about 1900 are on view on the second floor in galleries along the 
E Street side; twentieth century works are displayed in the atrium and gallery 
30. European works in the Corcoran collection have been placed on view in 
gallery 42. 

The School was completely cleaned and floors were waxed and polished, 
lockers were cleaned and walls touched-up wherever necessary. The School office 
was completely repainted; the old wall covering of the display area in the 
office was replaced with pegboard to facilitate the frequent changing of exhibi¬ 
tions. Two new electrical circuits were added and a new lighting system installed. 
Classroom number 1 was provided with two air-conditioners and the necessary 
electrical installation at a total of $380. 

By far the most ambitious undertaking has been the installation of a 
fire escape stairway in the School, regulation fireproof doors and emergency 
lights and a system of alarm bells by Joseph T. Parkhill Company, which will 
cost an anticipated $30,834.51 plus architects* fees. 

These new arrangements will make it necessary to isolate the School from 
the Gallery and therefore to make students use the New York Avenue entrance as 
was done in the past. 
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To date, $9,981 have been paid by the Gallery to the contractor 
in addition to $1,800.33 as part of the architect*s fee, which amounted 
to $2,3H;.08.
